Conservative actions speak 
louder than words 

To the editor: MP Peter Van Loan and 
the Conservative Government go to great 
lengths to convince Canadians they care 
about our veterans. Yet actions speak 
louder than words, and they continue to 
neglect our veterans while using them as 
political props.

ROAD URBANIZATION OF 6TH LINE AND WALKER AVENUE 


The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury (the Town) initially completed Class Environmental Assessment (EA) Studies to 
consider servicing alternatives for future approved growth areas as part of the 2003 “Final Master Servicing Study for 
Planned Service Area’’ (MSS). In June 2008 a Master Environmental Servicing Plan (MESP) for the Green Valley area 
entitled “Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury Master Environmental Servicing Plan - Green Valley Community Plan” 
identified and recommended the design and construction of a sewage pumping station (SPS) and related forcemain 
outlet to service the future approved growth in the Green Valley area (DC project #GV-PS and #GV-FM in the Town’s 2009 
Development Charges Background Study). The Class EA’s for this project study area have since been updated and revised 
as part of the MSS in July 2010. 



The Town is initiating this EA Study to develop functional alternatives for the urbanization of 6th Line and Walker Avenue in 
the south end of Town consistent with the Town’s published design criteria for road improvements. Pending development 
(Green Valley Community and OPA15/16) is prompting the need for new sanitary and water servicing infrastructure along 
these roads. As a result, the Town is considering urbanizing the existing two lane rural cross-section along 6th Line from 
Simcoe Road to Walker Avenue and Walker Avenue from 6th Line to Morris Road. Urbanization will include new curb, 
sidewalk, street lighting and storm drainage improvements. The total length of road being considered for urbanization is 
approximately 900m. 

A comprehensive and environmentally sound planning process involving consultation with a variety of Agencies and 
Stakeholders is required to ensure the successful development, and selection of, a preferred alternative. The Study Area 
shown in the figure below. 


The Town is conducting this study as a Schedule ’A+’ EA in 
accordance with the Municipal Engineers Association (MEA) 
document, Municipal Class Environmental Assessment, October 
2000, as amended in 2007. The Class EA process includes review 
agency and stakeholder consultation, an evaluation of alternatives, 
an assessment of the impacts of the proposed improvement(s) 
and identification of measures to mitigate any impacts to the 
surrounding environment. 

As part of this study, a Public Information Centre (PIC) is planned 
to present the preferred alternative to the public. Representatives 
from the Town and the Consultant will be present at the PIC to 
answer questions and discuss the proposed improvements and 
the impacts to the existing right-of-way. Notification of the PIC 
will be provided at the appropriate time by means of a similar 
advertisement in the newspaper and Town’s website.

other fleet, pick-up trucks.” 

On November 1, Council voted to defer the 
purchase for a year, to build fleet reserves. 

The net result of the cuts: the year-over-year 
increase in expenditures declines to $1.2 million. 
With growth factored in, the overall increase in the 
blended property tax drops from 3.33%, to 2.27%.
